Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the photochemically stable 
dye AD-1 described in Kozenkov is not the same as the photochemically stable dichroic absorber of the present invention, however see 
Example 2 of the present specification, wherein the structure of azodye (2) Is the same as AD-1. Therefore, the dye of Kozenkov is the 
same as the dye of the present invention. 
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
